distinguishable from-as many coyotes. Ru- 
mor No. 2 proved to be not altogether de= 

void of foundation, as a pariy of Indians did 
actually trespass upon the premises ot Mr. Al- 

den, by driving eleven males past his ranch 
without hig previous knowledge or consent; 
and No.3 was true to the letter, as eleven 
mules wore actually taken from the train of 
Mr. Mendiae, camped near the Santa Cruz 
river, about two miles from town, A puity of 
men went in pursuit of the Iudians, but return« 
ed again without having succeeded in recap.
